The general fund should b e of prim ary interest to the taxpayers, 
since this fund receiv es most of its income from the taxes assessed 
against real, pub lic utility and personal property. 
Economies 
in 
operation of county gov ernment, as well as any excessiv e spending, 
will b e directly reflected in the amount of taxes necessary to collect 
against property. 
This report will b e primarily concerned with the 
transactions of this fund. 
, 
The county b egan the year 1939 with a cash b alance of $9,364.67. 
Receipts to the fund during that year totaled $130,732.64, with ex­ 
penditures in the amount of $138,201.53, resulting in a reduction in 
the b alance at the close of the year to $1,895.48. Receipts during 1940 
totaled $138,780.94 with expenditures of 
$140,624.20, 
resulting 
in 
further reduction of the b alance to an amount of $52.22 with-which 
to b egin the year 1941. During 1941, receipts totaled $138,423.77 with 
disb ursements of $138,435.71, leav ing a b alance of $40.28 at the b e­ 
ginning of the year 1942. 
Estimated rev enue for the 
year 
1942 
amounts to $140,000, with appropriations totaling $138,988.13, which 
will result in an estimated b alance at the close of the year 1942 in 
an am ount of $1,052.15. 
On the b asis of the present tax collections, which are running 
approxim ately 103 percent, and from the increase in the 
sales 
of 
farm products of the County Farm and Children’s Home, it is now 
estimated that this anticipated b alance will b e approximately $9,000 
at the close of the year 1942. 
It is interesting to note that the county retained no rev enue from 
the sales tax in the year 1939. The county b udget commission did not 
allocate any portion of this rev enue to the county gov ernment b ut 
made distrib ution on the b asis of need to all sub div isions 
of 
the 
county. 
In 1940 and 1941, howev er, the county’s share of the sales 
tax rev enue amounted to $8,062.96 and 
$7,500, 
respectiv ely. 
It is 
* estimated that the county’s share of the sales tax rev enue in 1942 
will b e approximately $10,000. 
The allocation to the sub div isions of the sales tax rev enue, re­ 
ceiv ed b y the county from the state, is under the authority of the 
County Budget Commission per Section 5546-19, G. C. The Fayette 
County Commission must b e commended in allocating this rev enue 
strictly on the b asis of need. 
County officials are also to b e commended for operating on a 
b alanced b udget each year and with no deficit financing. It must b e 
noted, howev er, that expenditures each year hav e exceeded income, 
resulting in a reduction in the b alance of $9,364.67 at the close of the 
year 1938 to only $40.28 with which to b egin the 
year 
1942. 
The 
county has, therefore, not b een liv ing Jwithin its income. 
This fact should b e considered in making the 1943 b udget, as well 
aa the fact that rev enue to the clerk of courts’ office will, no doub t, 
alcA diminish, due to a drop in motor v ehicle registration.
